going on, the line of workmen passed out, and 
He then took a sepa- 
rate direction, which had been before arranged, 
to the summit of a bare acclivity. Casting hia 
eyes around, he saw that his dog, which had 
been shut up to prevent the chance of betrayal, 
had made hia escape, had caught sight of him, 
known him in apite of his disguise, and was 
bounding and careering after him at full speed, 
little aware how fatal, at such a moment, would 
be any habitual demonstration of bis affection. 
Had the Prince hurried his pace whilst yet in 
sight, that very act would probably have caused 
instant suspicion. With what intense anxiety 
had he, therefore, to calculate the possibility of 
passing the brow of the hill before this unecon- 
scious cause of danger reached him. The inter- 
mediate summit of the undulating ground was 
already behind him, and just concealed him from

PAINTING ON GLASS.—There is a common 
opinion that the ancient art of glass painting is 
This, however, is so far from.

Ip 
modern times, glase-painting has been carried to 
the greatest perfection at Zurich. The process 
ia effected chiefly by colors derived from metals. 
The colors are laid on by fluxes, as soft glase 
aud easily vitrified bodies. The colors are af 
fixed hy annealing the metals to the glass.

The sale of the Main Line is spoken of as a 
subject for congratulation, and the sale of the 
remaining divisions of the Public Works is re- 
“eommended. 

The Governor also mentions the three miil 
nnage tax on the Pennsylvania Central Rail- 
Way as an impolitic burden, oppressing the eom- 
mereée of the State, and no longer warranted 
by the reason for its original imposition, (inter- 
ference of the railroad with the revenues of the 
State canal,) and he strongly urges its repeal. 

It is stated that the tax of one quarter of one 
per cent. on the capital stock of the banks ac- 
cepting the Relief Act has defrayed the whole 
expenses of the extra session of the Legisla- 
ture, and left in the treasury a surplus of 
$35,000. 

The Governor's view. relative to banks and 
banking capital, as expressed in previous mes- 
sages, remain unchanged. He suggests reforms, 
condemns unlimited credits by corporations and 
individuals, and declares that a system of free 
banking, based on undoubted publie securities, 
and coin in such proportion to circulation and 
deposits as will insure the convertibility of bank 
notes, is preferable to the present system. 

The present low tariff, in connection with 
the warehousing system of the General Go- 
vernment, is regarded as a principal cause of 
our dépressed industry and financial disasters, 
and the énactment of a protective revenue law 
by Congress, is deemed a necessary means of 
recovery. The Governor says :—

“The abandonment of the protective’ policy, 
as embodied in the Tariff Act of 1242, was re- 
sisted by Pennsylvania with a unanimity almost 
unparalleled in her history. Her representa- 
tives in both branches of the National Congress 
strenuously opposed the repeal of that Act. The 
evils under which we are now suffering were pre- 
dicted, as a consequence of such repeal. But 
other counsels prevailed, the Act was repealed, 
and the industry of the country exposed to a 
ruinous competition with the cheap labor of 
foreign nations. The disastrous effects of the 
repeal, were postponed by the operation of 
causes well understood by every intelligent citi- 
zen. Famine abroad produced an unprecedented 
demand for our breadstuffs, and the gold of Cali- 
fornia, although it may have added to the ex- 
citement of our progress, and contributed its full 
share in producing existing financial and com- 
mercial embarrassment, in millions, supplied the 
means of paying the overwhelming balances 
against us on our foreign importations. 

“Under the present system of low duties, the 
excess of imports over exports has been beyond 
the most extravagant wants of the country. 
They have been enormous and ruinous—destruc- 


tive of domestic industry, and involving the home 


manufacturer and home laborer in one common 
ruin. We have imported more than we could 
pay for, and much more than we needed. Penn- 
sylvania abounds in iron ore. Iron and its mauu- 


factures are justly regarded as important ele- | 


mente of her material wealth; and from her 
abundance, if properly fostered and protected 
by a wise national policy, could supply the mar- 
kets of the world; and yet, since the passage of 
the Act of 1-46, we have imported of iron and 
steel and their manufactures, more than two 
hundred millions of dollars in value; paid for in 


gold or our bonds and stocks, now held by foreign | 
capitalists—the interest on which but adds to | 


the burdens imposed upon us by our foreign in- 
debtedness. The same is true of many other im- 
portant branches of home industry. Many mil- 
lions in value of cotton aud woollen goods have, 
during the same period, been imported, that 
should have been made in our own workshops, 
should have been woven on American, and not 
on British, French or GermanYooms.”’ 

The Governor renews his suggestion in favor 
of establishing an Agricultural Bureau, in con- 
nection with one of the State departments. He 
says further :— 

“*The Farmers’ High School of Pennevlya- 
nia,’ an ivstitution incorporated by the Legisla- 
ture in 1855, is entitled to the especial attention 
of the friends of Agriculture. In the teachings 
of this institution, the srientifie and the practical 
are united; and whilst the art of farming and 
all that pertains to the management, business 
and work of a farm, will be the subject of in- 
struction, the natural sciences, in their relation 
and application to practical agriculture will be 
taught.

THE RELIEF OF LUCKNOW. 


The following is an extract from a letter 
written by M. de Banneroi, a French physician 
in the service of Mussur Rsjah, and published in 
Le Pays (Paris paper) under the date of Calcut- 
ta, Oct. &:— 

I give you the following account of the relief 
of Lucknow, as described by a lady. one of the 
rescued party: “ On every side death stared us 
in the face; no human skill could avert it any 
longer. We saw the moment approach when 
we must bid farewell to earth, vet without feel- 
ing that unutterable horror whieh must have 
been experienced by the unhappy victimes at 
Cawnpore. We were resolved rather to die 
than to yield, and were fully persuaded that in 
twenty-four hours all would be over. The en- 
gineers had said so,and all knew the worst 
We women strove to encourage each other, and 
to perform the light duties which had been as- 
signed to us, such ae conveying orders to the 
battenes, and supplying the men with provisions, 
especially cups of coffee, which we prepared day 
and night. I had gone out to try and make my- 
self useful, in company with Jessie Brown, the 
wife of a corporal in my husband's regiment. 
Poor Jessie had been in a state of restless ex- 
citement all through the siege, and bad fallen 
away Visibly within the lust few daye. A con- 
stant fever consumed ber, and her mind wan- 
dered ocessionally, especially that day, when the 
recollections of home seemed powerfully pre- 
sentto her. At last, overcome with fatigue, she 
lay down on the ground, wrapped up in her 
plaid. Isat beside her, promising to awaken 
her when, as she said, ‘ her father should return 
from the ploughing.’ She fell at length into a 
neo siumber, motionless, and, apparently, 
reathleas, her head resting in my lap. 1 my- 
self could no longer resist the inclination of 
sleep, in spite of the continued roar of cannon. 
Suddenly I was aroused by a wild, unearthly 
scream close to my ear; my companion stood 
| up beside me, ber arms raised, and her head 
| bent forward in the attitude of listening. A 
| look of intense delight broke over her counte- 
| nance, she grasped my hand, drew me toward 
| her, and exclaimed, ‘ Dinna ye hear it? dinna 
| ye hear it? Ay, I'm no dreamin’, it’s the slogan 
|@’ tie Highlanders! We're saved! we're

Jes- 
sie was presented to the General on his entrance 
iato the fort, and at the officers’ banquet her 
health was druuk by all present, while the pipers 
marched round the table playing once more the 
familiar air of ‘ Auld Lang Syne.’”

It also endorses his views on the commercial 
crisis, but save that the tone of the message on 
the affairs of Kansas is in painful contrast with 
the frank and manly tone of that portion which 
treats of foreign policy. 

The London Times says, it is underatood that 
the East India Company have received formal 
notice that it is the intention of government to 
bring in a bill for the abolition of the double go- 
vernment. The Globe ministerial organ says 
this statement is substantially correct. 

Further attempts to launch the Leviathan 
were postponed until the spring tides at the com- 
mencement of January. The hydraulic power 
was to be more than doubled. The ship re- 
mained even and fair on the ways, and at high 
tide had nearly six feet of water under her. 

The report of an intended alliance between 
the Prince of Orange and the Princess Alice of 
England, is said to be totally destitute of foun- 
dation. 

The London Times continues its agitation in 
favor of importing free laborers in the West In- 
dia Islands. 

The marriage treaty of the Princesa Royal of 
England with the Prince of Prussia had been 
signed by the Prussian Minister and Lord Cla- 
rendon, and also by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the Lord Chancellor, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 

Tue Crown Jewews.—A long-pending dis- 
pute between the King of Hanover aad the 
Queen of England, as to the right of some 
* Crown Jewels,” valued at over a million sterling, 
is said to have been recently settled in favor of 
the claims of Hanover. The case wes decided 
by a commission of three English judges, ap- 
pointed by the British Ministry itself. The 
jewels form no inconsiderable portion of what 
have been hitherto called the Britieh crown jewels. 
When the kingdom of Hanover was severed 
from the united kingdom by the accession of 
Queen Victoria to the throne, a claim was made 
by the late King of Hanover, formerly the Duke 
of Cumberland, to nearly the whole of the jewels 
usually worn on State occasions by the English 
sovereign, on the ground that part of them, 
which had been taken over to England by George 
I., belonged inalienably to the crown of Hano- 
ver; and that the remainder bad been purchased 
by George LIL. out of his privy purse, and had 
been left by hin and his Queen Charlotte to the 
royal family of Hanover. The Court of Hano- 
ver consequently is in high glee at the prospect 
of removing the crown and regalia, eo jealously 
guarded in the Tower of London, almost bodily 
to Hanover. 

FINANCIAL.—In London on the 22nd the funds 
were quite buoyant under the favorable returns 
of the Bank, and money was easy at 8 per cent. 
for the best paper in the discount market, and 
ito 6 per cent. on the Stock Exchange. The 
Bank was daily expected to lower its rate of in- 
terest. 

At Hamburg, a further recovery of confidence 
was reported, and the rate of discount for the 
best paper receded to between 5 and 6 per cent. 

A deputation from the governments of Sweden 
and Norway had arrived in London, with a view 
of obtaining financial aid to the extent of (it was 
supposed) £500,000, with which to prevent the 
permanent break-up of some of the extensive 
establishments which have lately failed in these 
countries. 

The rebound in Consols from the lowest point 
in October has been equal to 74 per cent., and it 
has been rather more rapid than in 1347. 

FRANCE.—The extraordinary French trial of 
Madame De Jeufosse, two sonx ard her game- 
keeper, for the murder of M. Guillot, had termina- 
ted iu the acquittal of all the prisoners M.

“1. The proprietor retains his righ 
perty over all his land. but the peasants retain | 
the inclosures belonging to their habitetions, | 
which they have the right of acquiring as free- 
hold property by means of a redemption price, 
payable within a fixe? term. They are to have, 
moreover, the use of such a quantity of land as 
is necessary, according to the circumstances of 
the loeality, to secure their subsistence, and to 
give them the means of satisfying their obliga- 
tious toward the State and toward the proprie- 
tor. As a compensation for the use of this 
land, the peasants are bound either to pay a rent 
to the proprietor or to work for him. 

“2. The private relations of peasants and 
proprietors between themselves should be regu- 
lated in such a manner as to secure the regular 
discharge of the imposts due to the state, and of 
the provincial imposts and services. 

“The development of these principles, and 
their application to the local conditions of each 
of the three Provinces are left to the care of 
the Provincial Committees. The Minister of 
the Interior has communicated to you his views 
upon this subject, and the Committees may re- 
fer to them to guide them in their labors. 

“When the Committees shall have finished 
their task, they will have to submit it to the 
General Commission. The Commission, after 
having weighed and examined the proposals of 
the Provincial Committees, and having combined 
them with the principles indicated above, will 
have to pass a definitive judgment on the mat- 
ter, and to draw up the scheme of a general set- 
tlement throughout the three Governments, 
with the exceptions and variations which each of 
them may require. 

“Tn thus offering to the nobility of Kovno, 
Vilno and Grodno, the means of realizing their 
good intentions conformably to the principles 
which [ have indicated, ] hope that the nobility 
will fully justify the confidence which I evinee 
toward them, by calling them to take part in 
this important work; and that, by the aid of 
God and the enlightened agsistance of the noble 
proprietors, this work will be crowned with 
complete success. 

“You, and the Provincial Governors placed 
under your orders, will see that the peasants 
remain submissive to the proprietors, and that 
they put no faith in the malevolent insinuations 
and the erroneous rumors which may arise. I 
remain, with good wishes toward you. 

* ALEXANDER.” 

In the Ministerial letter of instructions it is 
stated that the Committee of Revision (which 
are alluded to in the first paragraph of the Em- 
peror’s rescript,) having expressed a desire for 
the abolition of serfdom, his Majesty has learned 
with especial satisfaction this noble wish on the 
part of the representatives of the nobility, and 
has therefore authorized the preparation of a 
scheme with that object. The abolition of serf- 
dom, however, is not to be effected at once, but 
progressively; the peasants are at first to pass 
through a transition state, being more or less 
attached to the land, during a term not exceed- 
ing twelve years, after which they will definitely 
become free men, and be authorized to move, on 
certain conditions, from one district to another. 
But the proprietor’s right to sell or transfer the 
peasants belonging to his land, to remove them 
to other districts against their will, or to convert 
them, under existing lawa or customs, into do- 
mestic slaves or retainers, is immediately to be 
abolished. The peasants, under the superin- 
tendence of the proprietors, will take part in 
the communal assemblies and elective tribunals 
for the administration of justice; but the rural 
police will remain under the charge of the pro- 
prietors. 
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NEWS FROM THE UTAH EXPEDITION—THE 
RerorteD BUTCHERY BY THE Mormons UN- 
TRUE.—St, Louis, Jan. 8.—The Republican has 
just received a letter from Fort Kearney, dated 
the 23d ult., stating that Colonel Jobnson was 
at Fort Bridger on the 26th of November. Co- 
lonel Cook, with his whole command, had also 
arrived. The grass had been burut by the Mor- 
mona, and the animals with the trains were dy- 
ing at the rate of one hundred per day. 

The Mormons were fortifying all the passes 
leading to Salt Lake City. Jesse Jones, the 
agent of Messre. Majors and Ruasell, had been 
released and sent to Colonel Jonson's camp. 
In passing through the various canons, he was 
blindfolded, to prevent him from obtaining any 
knowledge of their movements. 

Another letter from Col. Cook's command, 
while en route for Fort Bridger, taxkes no men- 
tion of being molested by the Mormons. This 
proves the report received from St. Joseph's to 
have been entirely false,as was generally sup- 
posed.

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A POLISH COUNT AND AW 
ENGLISH SPINSTER. 


Ladies about to marry distinguished foreigners 
without teo much knowledge of their character 
and previous history. would do well to read all 
shout the Count de Waszkowski and the Han. 
Mary Jones. 

The Hon. Miss Mary Jones, a lady 42 years of 
age, occupied apartments at No. 57 Ebury street, 
Pimlico. In the same hoyse there resided s 
noble Pole, who styled himeelf the Count de 
Waszkowski, and gave himself out se the son of 
Pince Wittgenstein. He was 28 years old. This 
Polish nobleman cal!s Limself a professor of 
ecience and languages, but in reality he livee by 
“taking on with ladies. When he has done 
with one lady, he takes on with another.” The 
Count is the most terrible epouseur of the dey. 
He was engaged to be married to the plaintiff in 
“ Swynfen vs. Swynfen;” that was broken off. 
Then he was engaged for four years toa Mixe 
Chadwick, but that engagement also was 
brought to a premature conclusion by the father 
upon the occasion of the Count’s wishing te ber- 
row £50. Then he proposed for Mise Romeeys, 
then for her sister, and it would appear for many 
ladies besides. In fret, the Count got his living 
hy this sort of thing. The manner in which be 
opened the trenches upon Miss Jones was ae fol- 
lows : 

He attacked her maid with bouquets and let- 
lere, Which were to be delivered to her mistress. 
Miss Jones resolved, if possible, to put an ed 
to the annoyance—so that point wae astately 
enough put by her counsel—by seeing the de 
fendant, and remonstrating with him upon bis 
conduct. This was just what Waszkowshi 
wanted; once admitted he was sure of victory ; 
he had only to come on in the old style, te rave 
about hia misfortunes—hie exile—his noble 
father—his succession of £40,000 a year when 
that noble father was gathered to his ancestora 
Which of the points told mest with Miss Jopes 
it is impoesible for us to say—£40,000 a year is 
& good round sum—the Indy wae 42 years of 
age, the noble Count but 2°—a reault followed _ 
The lady who had sought the interview to chide, 
remained to console the defendant. Waazkowsahi, 
the exile, the noble heir to £40,000 per annum, 
wis to find rest upon her bosom against the un- 
kindly shafts of fate. 

As soon as the engagement was aatered into. 
or shortly after—it was very strange—tbe 
Count’s remittances ceased to arrive with their 
fore-accustomed regularity. His wateh and 
chain disappeared, and in point of fact he was 
under the necessity of berrowing £100 from 
Mies Jones. In retarn for this he gave her his 
note of hand; but, ignorant ae he was of our 
laws and customs, he drew it upon a penny 
stamp. When the question of settlements came 
to be discussed, the lady insisted that all her 
money should be eettled upon herself, to which 
the defendant objected. His system was, that 
“ where honor and affection subsisted, marriage 
settlements were not required.” To thie maxitn 
in her turn the lady ohjected, and so the mar- 
riage was broken off. When the rupture wae 
final and complete, the lady wished that the eur 
of money which she had lent to the plaintit® 
should be returned to her; but this he wae un- 
able or unwilling to do, and so the action arose. 
The defendant pleaded a set-off, the particulare 
of which included some curious items. 

In the first place, we find that tee Count de 
Wasezkowski was not attired iu such a manner 
as gave satisfaction tothe lady. Above all things, 
on that day which war to be the happiest of 
their lives she wished him to look well. Ae 
cordingly, by her direction, and at her request, 
he proceeded to Messrs. Nicoll’s establishment 
and provided himself with a nuptial equipment 
at the coat of £10. Again, and before the trane- 
action connected with the wedding suit, the 
Count had—equally at the plaintiffs request— 
provided himself with clothes from Mesere. 
Davies to the value of £27. Again, there was 
a charge of £15 10s. for a guitar brought by the 
Count for Miss Jones, at her request. This 
guitar, as he himself stated, he had bought in 
Clerkenwell. “I did aw@y with the guitar. [ 
refuse to say what I have done with it, and I 
don’t mean to teil.” This was not enough. A 
little lower down in the particulars of this set- 
off there is a charge which is somewhat remark- 
able: ‘To amount paid te pawnbroker by de- 
fendant at request of plaintiff to redeem a watch 
and chain, the property of the defendant, £21.” 
The defendant, in fact, up to this point takes the 
charges for money disbursed upon himself aud 
his pleasures or necessities, and coolly carries 
them to the plaintiffs account. 

Then an item of a diamond ring for himeelt, 
£15 15s. follows, and then items of another cha- 
racter. This noble Pole, the son of Pringe Witt- 
genstein, this heir to £40,000 a year, for ex- 
ample, coolly charges Miss Jones with the cost 
of a wedding-ring bought “at her request,” 14a; 
with a wedding cake at £228; with a photo 
graph of his own noble features ats. Sach 
were the particulars of the set-off pleaded by thie 
dear chivalrous creature in answer to Mise 
Jones's demand for a return of her £100. When 
he was put into the witness-box and examined, 
it appeared by his own confession, that he made 
a trade of this kind of pursuit. His own state- 
ment was, that in the Swynfen matter he got: 
£300 for the return of the lady’s letters. “J 
have got money from many people; I have had 
money from a great many ladies,” said Wauez- 
kowski to the Chief Baron on Monday last.” 
“When I have done with one lady, 1 take @® 
with another.” 

Will the people ever take warning by ex- 
posures of this description? Is it possible thas 
ladies of @ certain position in the warld, and 
who may therefore be supposed to h seen 
something of its ways, should suffer themselves 
to become the laughing. stocks and dupes of men 
who were probably cooks or couriers—if a 
thing so honest—in their own countries? It 
might have been hoped that the increasing habit 
of foreign trave], would have done something in 
amendment of this form of folly. A very short 
run upon the Continent, or a mere smattering 
sort of acquaintance with Continental life, might 
teach our English ladies that foreign titles— 
even when genuine—are a very insufficient proof 
of respectability.

The court-yard and ramparte were erowded 
with Armagnaes, standing ready to defend the 
walls and cover the retreat of their friends en- 
gaged in the last sortie; but at the call of their 
lord they hastily grasped their weapons and 
ranged themselves behind him, each upon his 
steed. Even the archers who had remained at 
the base of the southern tower, piling up stones 
and timbers against its portal, which they 
covered with flaming straw, now left the refuge 
of De Varens to its occupants alene, and crowd- 
ed to the ranks of their comrades. Im another 
moment the whole troop clattered over the 
draw-bridge, and bore down upon the press of 
men that filled the gorge, shouting the battle 
ery of their house—“ St. James for D’Armag- 
nac!” Down they swept, swiftly and with 
steady closeness, their leader's eyes swerving 
but once from the enemy; and that was when 
the face of Sie Bernard Hericourt, all bruised and 
bleeding, met his gaze, as it lay, turned upward, 
in the path of his comrades. 

The headlong violence of the sortie bore every- 
thing before it; and the Armagnaecs who were 
fighting in the gorge, recognizing the ferm of 
their chief, felt their courage revived, as, falling 
aside for a moment, they closed immediately be- 
hind the reinforcement, and shouting the war- 
cry, poured impetuously down the narrow slope. 
In a brief space Chabannes’ detachment was 
beaten backward, and forced to the advanced 
posts in the hamlet of Varens. 


The chateau was now entirely deserted by the 
Armagnacs, while the followers of De Varens 
were confined to the upper chambers and tur- 
rets of the southern tower, the foundation of 
which was now girt by flames that held com- 
plete possession of the woodwork within.
